A fund of $250,000 was recently 
appropriated by the City Council 
to finance the campaign of exter- 
mination. Other sums probably 
will be authorized as the battle 
progresses. 

The campaign has an important 
economic side. Rats are described 
as the most destructive of rodents. 
Thev cause injury to structures, 
mutilate clothing and play havoc 
in warehouses and pantries where 
they are permitted to vonauct the 
vandalisin. 

According to some of the best 
informed authorities the damage 
done to food and property by each 
rat reaches an annual cost of $9. 
Thus far, with approximately 6000 
rats caught. an annual loss of $54,. 
000 has already been halted. And 
as the campaign of extermination 
continues—particularly when the 
sweeping poison phase of the cam- 
paign is launched—the money to

such tax, is the statement of Vie- 
ter W. Killick, statistician of the 
Independent Petroleum Marketers’ 


Association. 

Their statement ie based upen 
figures of the United States Bureau 
of Public Roads, which show thet 
thirty-five States, including Call- 
fornia and having gasoline tax 


rates of from 1 to 4 cents per gal- 


lon, raised an aggregate total of 
$36,813,933 in 1923. The Califor- 
nia tax went into effect the last 
quarter of 1923 and raised approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 that quarter, in- 
dicating that the other thirty-four 
States raised, roughly, $33,80°,000. 
ber California tax is now yielding 

gross amount of between 14, 
500, 000 and $16,000,000.

How- 
ever, when a real estate broker 
takes into his possession articies 
of value as security for a loan 
he overstepe the rights given un 
der his brok ers license and de- 
comes a pawnbroker. As such he 
is required to have a special M- 
cenee and pay an anus tax. 
Three years ago the California 
Real Estate Association, with the 
help of Congreseman Arthur NX. 
Free of San Jose, secured a Fed- 
eral Income tax ruling which 
showed that real estate brokers 
were not meant te be included in 
brokers’ tax.

ROP. F. J. SMILEY, botanist, of Occi- 
dental College, has written a splendid 
outline of the pines of Southern Call- 
fornia. in the first number of The Ouzel, 
the official organ of the Los Angeles Nature 
Club. We herewith reproduce Prof. Smi- 
ley’s article, excepting the technical key: 

“The pines of Southern California include 
representatives of both the so-called ‘hard’ 
and ‘soft’ pines, natural groups into which 
all pine trees may be segregated. The basis 
for this grouping is given by certain con- 
trasting characters by which the ‘hard’ 
pines may be distinguished from the ‘soft’ 
pines. The characteristic foliage of the 
pine is known to everyone, the firm, elastic, 
needie-shaped leaf of the pine being prob- 
ably the best known single leaf form. The 
leaves of a pine, with one single exception, 
are horn on the branches in clusters and for 
any particular species the number of leaves 
in u cluster is quite constant although 
not exactly so, for Some variation in the 
number of leaves in a cluster may usually 
he discovered by looking over a pine 
trait of having the 
number. of leaves nearly constant for 
cluster permits of distinguishing many pines 
readily. in addition to differences in their 
leat clusters, pines differ in their cones, 
seeds, bark, mode of branching, etc., and it 
is sometimes necessary to make use of sev- 
eral contrasting characters in species close- are 
ly resembling each other. 

“The pines of Southern California number 
ut least ten different species. These trees 
range from the seashore (at Del Mar) to the 
upper slopes of the mountains, 10,000 or 
11,000 feet above sea ‘level. Pines are found 
growing on the coastal mountains (Santa 
Inez, San Gabriel Ranges,) on the central 
mountain axis of the San Bernardinos and 
their extension southward in the San Jacin-

The seeds of this pine are large, 3-4 inch in 
length, dark brown and slightly com- 
pressed, and y wingless, their 
white meat rich in tat. The other ‘pinion’ 
(P. parryana,) is a somewhat smaller tree, 
the seeds being much less rich in food value 
than those of the ‘pinion.” The Parry 
Pine grows in the San Jacinto and Cuyamaca 
mountains.” 
Noted Scientist Passes 

Dr. F. Franceschi (an assumed name,) 
lived for many years, beginning in 1891, in 
Santa Barbara, where he engaged in the 
growing and selling of plants, though by 
profession a botanist. During his residence 
there he introduced more new species of 
ornamental plants than any other person 
has ever done, and they are now growing by 


tens of thousands throughout the Southland. 
Some years ago he returned to his native 
Italy and resumed his true name, E. 0. 
Fenzi. Soon after he left for Tripoli, North 
Africa, on a mission for the Italian govern- 
bent and there, after many years, death 
found him, amidst the plants he loved so 
well, on November 5. He had many friends 
among the professional and amateur horti- 
culturists of Southern California, who will 
hear of his passing with a deep measure of 
regret. 


Peppermint and Spearmint 

Mints run wild over all of Southern Call 
fornia, being particularily common along 
lowland watercourses. A bulletin on the 
cultivation and care of peppermint and 
spearmint states that nearly 250.000 pounds 
of a total of 600,000 pounds of oils from 
these two plants are each year produced in 
the United States. It also states that fair 
returns may be made from growing fields 
of these mints. In England a woman's or- 
ganization for growing drug plants had a 
membership of 630 at the end of the first 
sixty days.

The escallonias are shrubs that have al- 
ways been favorites for use in this State 
for the reasc i that the leaves are so shiny 
that dust will not stick to them. This is a 
strong point where one desires a bright, 
clean, shrubbery during our dry and dusty 
summers. When in flower ihey hold a 
plentiful crop of bell-shaped blossoms of 
white, pink, or red. Though the white one, 
known as E. Montevidiensis, is the favorite, 
the pinks and reds are good, and some of 
these are quite dwarf compared with the 
favorites, for the latter will grow to ten feet. 


Botanic Garden Need 
One of the greatest of our needs is a 

botanic garden. It is not necessary that it 
be in Los Angeles, but it should de avail- 
able from the city by one or more lines of 
travel, and if there be but one, that one 
should be an electric railway with frequent 
service. We are so favored by climatic con- 
ditions that we could here assemble the 
plant life of all the world outside the real 
tropics and in a few years such a garden. 
would be the Mecca of all botanists and hor- 
ticulturists visiting the United Sthtes. It 
has always been the decided opinion of the 
writer that Griffith Park should be either a 
botanic garden or left a park of native 
vegetation only. Parka, of course, are for 
the masses and not for a few scientific or

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How Walls of Trees Reduce Wind Damage 


F IT were left to the general 

public to decide the 

should plant windbreaks around their 
fields and orchards, there would be a loud 
affirmative, for nothing so improves the all- 
too-barren Southern California landscape as 
does the planting of trees. The farmer 
must* be moved by other than asthetic con- 
sideration, however, when it comes to ex- 
pending so much time, money and labor as 
are involved in getting windbreaks started. 

In preparing the program of work for 
the Pear Growers’ Division of the Los —— 
geles County Farm Bureau a year 
the executive committee of that —— 
tion concluded that one of the most im- 
portant projects which should be under 
taken in 1924 was the encouraging of great- 
er planting of windbreaks for the protection 
of the pear orchards of the Antelope Valley. 
It was recognized that before any specific 
recommendation on windbreaks could be of- 
fered the growers it would be necessary to 
find out what trees would do best under 
Antelope Valley conditions. The commit- 
tee, therefore, asked the agricultural ex- 
tension service to conduct a survey of the 
windbreaks now growing in the valley, and 
to correlate the data secured with whatev- 
er subject matter is avatfiable on such plart- 
ings. This work has been carried on during 
the year by the writer on behalf of the ag- 
ricultural extensions service. 

It is self-evident that since but few pear 
orchards in the Antelope Valley pave wind- 
breaks the importance of protecting or- 
chards against the effects of winds is not 
generally recognized in that region. There 
are but very few fruit orchards in Califor- 
nia that are not influenced in some way by 
the action of winds, the degree of influence 
depending upon the severicy of the wind 
movement. Even in recions where the 
wind though mild is practicaily continuous, 
the wind influence is readily apparent in 
a leaning of trees. 

WHAT THE WINDS DOO 

One of the most detrimental effects of 
winds is the deterring influence in tree 
growth. A young tree in can be 
greatly delayed in its development by the 
pruning off of the growing parts by the 
wind action. This is very similar to the et. 
fects of pruning during the growing season, 
which occasions a reduction of leaves that 

As the trees increase in age, wind forces 
them out of shape and reduces the fruit-pro- 
ducing area. The foliage on the windward 
side becothes sparse and there is an inade- 
quate amount of plant food manufactured 
to build up fruit buds and to store food for 
the next year’s crop. 

Strong winds are a factor in *preventing 
cross-pollination by keeping the bees away 
from the blossoms during a storm. This 
one factor is capable of preventing the set- 
ting of a satisfactory crop of fruit. 

Wind causes also the fall of a multitude 
small fruits, many of which would set 
normally t- not so forced to the ground. 
ic is during the spring that the winds are 
the strongest and most liable to occasion 
injury. 

The effects of wind on the fall of fruit 
continue throughout the remainder of the 
growing season. It is too frequently the 
case that the fruit is harvested by the wind 
action long before harvest time. On one 
occasion when the writer was checking up 
on the production of some pear trees, it was 
found by actual count of fruit that not more 
than 10 per cent of the crop was on the 
side of the trees influenced most by the 
wind. The influence on production, of 
course, becomes less as the trees increase 
in size, due to breaking of the wind by the 
pear trees themselves. However, the wind 
influence is always apparent to some ex- 
tent in windy districts even with full-bear- 


ing trees. 

One of the most important effects of wind 
is its influence on the quality of the fruit. 
It is now generally recognized that-to com- 
mand a high@price fruit must be free from 
blemishes. Wind causes much fruit to be 
blemished by the twigs and branches rub- 
bing against it. Also in severe storms the

Why should this be? The an- 
ewer is the present consumer demand for a 
thick but small steak, and the butcher econ- 
omy in cutting and selling a small finished 
carcass. 


BABY BEEF POPULAR 


The baby beef outsells the heavy beef in 
all markets. Even here in Los Angeles, 
with a great hotel trade and with a city 
population that eats bulk amount of beef 
only surpassed by that of two cities, New 
York and Chicago, there is a lessening de- 
mand yearly for the very heavy steer. 

The old export steer, fat and 5 years old, 
weighing around 1400 pounds or better, is 
now classed out of the high-priced ranks 
on the Middle West markets, and can only 
be used in limited numbers in western mar- 
kets. Again an even distribution is desired 
in fat rather than a heavy surplus. There is

Riverside district during the season now

The Walnut Growers’ Association has 
recently erected a new packing-house at a 
cost of $10,000.

Most significant of all, however, was the 
fact that almost all of these high producing 
hens have been entered a second year at the 
station in breeding pens, and have been mat 
ed with some especially fine male birds. 
The White Leghorn males were obtained 
from Mrs. Thornewill, of Santa Cruz, whose 
pens have made especially fine records at 
the egg-laying contest at that place. It was 
almost impossible to secure Rhode Island 
Red Males with records over a considerable 
number of years in California, and it there- 
fore seemed desirable to go outside of the 
State to secure fine individuals with ade- 
quate records. The eggs from these breed- 
ing pens remain the property of the owners 
of the hens and Will be turned back to them 
to help build up the flocks of the Chaffey 
community. 

The average of all White Leg- 
horn entries was 205.53 eggs per hen, while 
the average production of all hens, including 
Rhode Island Reds and Anconas, was 201.8 
eges for the year. 

One of the noteworthy things about the 
work of the local trapnesting station has 
been the fine spirit of co-operation exhibit- 
ed by all the poultrymen with entries. The 
members of the committee have given time 
and vhought in season and out of season to 
make the work a success and the individual 
poultrymen have taken a genuine interest in 
the contest. Of the twenty-nine entries for 
the first year, twenty-seven have continued 
entries for the second year. 

The outlook for the year ahead is prom- 
ising. There were 2348 hens entered last 
year; this year there are 540. The plant 
has been enlarged by the addition of an- 
other unit to take care of the increased en- 
tries. Inquiries have come from many dif- 
ferent parts of California concerning the 
work of the station, showing that it has a 
field of usefulness which is recognized out- 


| 


side of the particular community in which 
it is located. 
In no sense does it compete with the 


work being so splendidly done by the es- 


tablished egg-laying contests. In fact, by 
emphasizing the importarce of trapnesting 
and careful salection for high production, it 
stresses the importance of the work done 
by these contests. Poultrymen who have 
never done trapnerting on their own farms 
have become familiar with the trapnesting 
records through the work of this station and 
have come to recognize the very great val- 
ue of such record. 


RESEEDS LARGE ACREAGE 

CALIPATRIA.—Leroy Little, prominent 
Imperial Valley farmer and grading contrac- 
tor, who has two sections of land near Call- 
patria, has reseeded 320 acres to aMalfa and 
barley and 320 acres to barley. Mr. Little 
recently sold 500 tons of hay to a Los An- 
geles dealer. He is also farming on a large 
scale in Mexico. Last year he rented 2000 
acres in the Yaqui River basin in Southern 
Sonora and put in several hundred acres in 
rice. He recently shipped a carioad of bind- 
ers, threshers and other machinery with 
which to harvest the rice.

these little dairy animals are helping to 
supply the milk demand of Los Angeles and 
suburban towns. 


The owner, W. P. Griffin, started out on a 
place three miles west of San Fernando and 
at this location built up a herd of approxi- 
mately 125 head of Saanans, Anglo-Nubians 
and Toggenburgs which, he declares proved 
to be an excellent source ef income. This 
success, de says, did not come over night 
but was won tnrough constant attention to 
details, and long hours of real effort, some 
working days having run from half past 
three in the morning until dark. 


Since the photographs of this ranch, 
shown elsewhere in this issue, were taken, 
Mr. Griffin has doubled the number of ani- 
mals in his herd by acquiring another herd 
from a ranch on Ventura Boulevard a mile 
north of the Hollywood Country Club and at 
this latter location he is now starting out 
with around 260 animals. 


The present milking herd consists of 120 
does to which is fed each day one-half ton 
of alfalfa hay. Each doe also receives at 
each milking one pint of goat feed, which 
ration consists of one part rolled-feed oats, 
one part rolled barley. one part cracked 
corn, and part soy bean meal and fine 
ground oil cake meal, and two parts hard 
wheat bran. 


The average yield throughout the year, 
Mr. Griffin says, amounts to about two 
quarts of milk per day per doe, the product 
testing from 3.50 per cent to 3.80 per cent 
butter fat. While this average may seem 
small even for a goat, he explains, there 
are two factors which tend to hold the ar- 
erage down in a large herd, namely the 
presence of young does that have not yet 
reached their maximum capacity and the 
presence of old does that have become un- 
profitable because of old age. Included in 
the milkers, he says are from twenty-five to 
thirty young does about the same number 
of old ones, which latter are being dis 
posed of when they reach the unprofitable 
stage, which is ordinarily at nine or ten 
years. 

The milk output from the dairy is cooled 
and bottled on the ranch, and delivered 
each day with two small trucks which trav- 
él seventy-five miles and eighty-five miles, 
respectively, in order to cover their estab- 
lished milk routes. The cost of operating 
these trucks, wages for two or three men, 
tne ice bill of $1 a day and the cost of feed, 
not only for the milking herd but for. the 
dry herd as well, runs into quite a neat iit- 
tle sum, but the daily income from the high- 
class milk product makes it possible for 
the owner to realize a good profit over and 
above the expense involved. Then there is 
the fertilizer to be considered. This sacked 
and sold, brings in, according to Mr. Griffin, 
an added income of approximately $50 per 
month. 

The dry herd is fed the waste alfalfa left 
by the milking herd, and an additional feed- 
ing of bean straw each day, which keeps | 


themein good condition until kidding time 


in Jauuary, when all fresh does are placed 
in the milking string. 


While the operation of a goat dairy of such 
proportions requires a great deal of work, 
the owner of this plant is demonstrating 
that it can be done on a large scale and at 
a profit.

Again a young heiter calf of the righ 
kind will sell with a steer and finishes ex- 
actly as good meat as any steer. It means 
that a steer has little advantage or pref- 
erence in actual carcass value over the fat 
heifer. We have not come to it yet in the 
West, but the time is coming when they will 
pay as much for a fat baby beef heifer as 
for a fat baby beef steer. The East often 
classes them equally, without. preference. 
As a matter of fact, the heifer makes the 
best meat. Any range man will substantiate 
this statement.

A MONSTER @UMPKIN 

SAN FERNANDO.—On display in the San 
Fernando Feed and Seed Company store 
here is a monster pumpkin which tips the 
scales at 106 pounds. This pumpkin and two 
others that are not babies by any means 
will weigh in the neighborhood of 300 
pounds. The three were grown on the 
Alex Jefferies ranch im the San Fernando 
Valley. Other interesting vegetables grown 
in the valley and on display are four Span- 
ish onions, the combined we'ght of which 
is ten pounds, and a perfectly formed ba- 
nana squash which measures thirty-six 
inches from tip to tip. The onions were 
grown on the L. L. Burns ranch. The ba- 


nana squash was grown by C. V. Wagner 
on his ranch near San Fernando.

T. Gorton of the horticultural commission 
staf! diseussed vegetable standardization, 
and the work of his office in maintaining 
a high standard of quality for California 
vegetables, especially those shipped to east- 
ern markets. Dr. J. T. Rosa, spoke on the 
causes of spindly sprout in potatoes with 
special reference to last spring’s seed. Poor 
stands and seed injury, he said, were un 
doubtedly due to the warm weather and 
accompanying low humidity in the fall of 
1923, adding that most of the injury was 
probably caused by an insufficient supply of 
soil moisture. 

“More water is needed at the end of the 
growing season than at the beginning,” said 
Dr. Rosa, “The moisture requirements are 
proportionate to the leaf area and the 
amount of water which is given off through 


moisture supply becomes less. More water 
is drawn from the plant and probably also 
from the tubers for transpiration than is 
taken up by the roots. Only a few days 
with this condition will serve to cause seri- 
ous injury to the seed. The remedy is 
therefore to irrigate late and maintain a 
uniform moist soll condition in order to 
avoid heavy losses from poor potato stands 
the next spring.” 

Dr. Rosa, in his discussion of potato dor- 
mancy, brought out the following interest- 
ing facts: 

“The natural dormancy period of the po 
tato is six weeks to three months. The rate 
at which oxygen enters the tuber seems to 
determine the length of dormancy. Orad! 
narily the skin is tough and rather imper- 
meable to air. The thick-skinned varieties 
stay dermant longer than do the thin- 
skinned varieties. It has been found in ex 
periments that by peeling the potato be- 
tween the eyes sprouting has been has- 
tened. Oxygen was admitted more steadily.

Experiments with chemicals were designed 
to cause this same reaction. In these tests | 
potatoes dipped in sodium nitrate for one- 
half hour showed the best germination in 
the least number of days. The nitrate dip 
for one hour gave some injury. A dip us 
ing potassium permanganate gave good re- 
sults.

Rattlesnakes is Business

So long as there is warmth in the air from 
the rays of the sun, vitality in a snake will 
enable it to make some motion. But when 
the sun sets and its body gets cold, vitality 
quickly ebbs. An injured snake dies in the

He maintains 
a den of them pow di- 
rectly across the street 
from the Hall of

in Los Angeles where 
one may go at any time and see snakes in 
profusion, without charge. He has taken 
with his bare hands black diamond rattiers 
from Mojave Desert, cactus rattlers and 
brush rattlers from Lower California, and 
others of the twenty-seven different varie 
ties.

Why the poor; much-abused much-ma- 
ligned tonsils should be made to suffer for 
all of these ills is beyond comprehension. 


From a study of anatomical and physio 
logical considerations just the reverse of re. 
moval of tonsils can be proved. Nervous 
anatomy shows that there is a direct and 
immediate nerve path connecting the ton- 
alls with the eardrum in the inner portion 
of the ear. 

Ask any doctor as to the occasional “acci- 
dental” deafness resulting from the removal 
of tonsils. He will inform you that a defi- 
nite percentage of tonsillectomies (the sur- 
gical removal of tonsils) results effher in 
total deafness or in partial deafness. He 
will probably tell you that when this takes 
place it is due to poor operative procedure. 

If you but knew the surgical procedure in- 
volved in the removal of tonsils you would 
understand why so many “poor jobs“ are 
performed, leaving stumps, macerated 
growths, torn and lacerated areas, injuring 
the nerve tissue associated with the organs 
of hearing. , 

Therefore, the main point we can deduce 
from this letter is that the surgical removal 
of the tonsils offers neither palliative nor 
cure for a symptom which the writer calls 
“ear roaring.” 

In all probability her ear roaring is caused 
by one of five or six factors: high blood 
pressure, chronic nasal and respiratory ca- 
tarrh, infection of the sinuses, spinal lesions 
of the neck, or inflammatory neuritis. 

Getting at these causes would be a much 
more likely procedure than surgical removal 
of the tonsils.

Of course sometimes glasses are an inevi- 
table necessity. Their need is greater dur- 
ing the transitory period present during old 
age when the tissues begin to harden and 
adaptation becomes more difficult. 

But during youth in many cases where 
glasses are used, correction of vision de- 
fects could have been accomplished by oth- 
er means. Thousands of people wear glase 
es who do not need them. These same 
thousands become thoroughly habituated to 
their use and sooner or later the eye crutch- 
es become indispensable.

If these people would substitute complete 
relaxation of the eye muscles for the squint- 
ing tenseness, they would not suffer the aft- 
er effects. Instead of closing his eyes to slits, 
if the driver would calmly relax for a mo 
ment he would notice the difference.

It 
is best done by merely closing the eyelashes 
and inducing no motion af the muscles gov- 
erning the orbital cavity, the socket in 
which the eye is embedded.

Much is being done now in the schools 
prevent or to cure the infections in chi 
that lay the foundation for the chronic 
eases of middie life. But many of these 
fections begin before school age, and 

tiie reason it is important for parents 
Go their part in preventive work. 

Much can be accomplished by a proper 
example. Parents should constantly im- 
press upon the children the importance of 
keeping out of and away from the mouth. 
all articles that do not belong there. The 
child should be taught never to drink from 
any but his own cup—mever from one that 
has been used by some one else, not even 
mother: and mother should never taste 
food from baby’s spoon and then let baby 
use the spoon. The germs im mother's 
mouth may not hurt mother, but they are 
very likely to be harmful to baby. 

The child should be taught to avoid put- 
ting things into the mouth—pencils, some 
one else's apple or chewing gum, or any- 
thing that has been in any one else's mouth. 
And be should be taught never to use @ 
common towel, even in the home. What he 
does in the home is likely to be done on 
the outside. Most dangerous eye diseases 
hare transmitted on towels, 

He should be taught never to eat with- 
out washing his hands, for the hands collect 
all manner of dangerous germs. Habits of 
cleanliness in such matters are much more 
stable if formed early in life. He should be 
taught the regular and proper use of the 
toothbrush, and how to care for it. The 
formation of right habits in these seemingly 
trivial matters may make the difference be- 
tween infection and freedom from isafec 
tion.

It 
is the man Or woman who weighs a little 
lees than the average and who therefore 
eats a little less that the average, that lives 
a little longer than the average. The aver 
age person eats a little too much for his 
own good. We have learned to supply our 
tables with nice things, and the good wife 
feels burt if they are sot all generously 
eaten ft is a problem how much the 3323

for the person who sits down to a menu of 
simple foods, without very much in the line 
of pastries, desserts and various appetizers, 
is not very likely to overeat.

Now one final piece of advice. If you find 
it hard to restrict your intake of food so that 
you will weigh a little less than the average, 
leave out the desserts and other tempting 
foods. Don't have them brought on the 
table. Have each meal consist of a very 
small variety of foods, and eat very slowly, 
without drinking. and you are not nearly 
so likely to overeat. If you want to avoid 
going just at the time when you are most 
needed, you will do well to practice enough 
self-denial to limit your food intake to your 
needs. 

It should be emphasized, however, that a 
smalier diet could not be an Impoverished 
diet. It should contain all the elements of 
nutrition, including the mineral salts and 
the vitémins. It should not be a diet of 
cereals and starches alone, for this would 
soon bring malnutrition, but should include 
a liberal supply of vegetables and fruit.

Drink freely, it helps 
to supply the necessities of the system and 
assists nature to resist disease. The exter- 
nal application of water is one of the easiest 

and most satisfactory ways of regulating 
the circulation of the blood. A cold or cool 
bath is an excellent tonic. Warm baths 
open the pores and thus aid in the elimiva- 
tion of intpurities. Both warm and neutral 
baths soothe the nerve and equalize the cir 
culation. 

“There are many ways in which water 
can be applied to relieve pain and check dis- 
ease. All should become intelligent in its 
use in simple home treatments. Mothers, 
especially, should know how to care for 
their families in health and in sickness. 

“Action is a law of our being. Every 
organ of the body has its appointed work, 
upon the performance of which its develop- 
ment and strength depend. The normal ac- 
tion of all the organs gives strength and 
vigor, while the tendency of disuse is to 
ward decay and death. 


“Inactivity is a fruitful cause of disease. 
Exercise quickens and equalizes the circula- 
tion of the blood, but in idleness the blood 
does not circulate freely, and the changes 
in it, so necessary to life and health, do 
not take place.

the pizzicato of a dozen balalaikas which 
were striving to syncopate the Russian ua- 
tional anthem. 

Thus the beginning; and the boulevards 
caught the ball of rumor and mystery whic's 
Mayol had tossed in the air. They gibiec 
and tinseled and embossed it. They flung 
it wide and caught it again.

Constipation—WN erve Irritant C athartics 


N THE previous two issues the physical 
action of the “dose of salts” was pre- 
sented. 

Undoubtedly many of those afflicted with 
constipation have gone through the evolu- 

tion of cathartic usage. The usual progres 
sive evolution of chronic constipation is: 
first, indulgence in salt purgatives; then the 
group known as intestinal nerve irritants; 
finally the lubricants of both proprietary and 
patent preparations. 

The action of salt is hydroscopic, that 18. 
peristalsis depends on the flooding of the 
bowels by water extracted from the blood. 
- The nerve irritant laxatives depend on an 
extremely different principle. 

in all conditions of constipation the 


‘muscular contraction activity is greatly di 


minished. Since muscles are governed by 
nerves, any chemical substance that will 
stimulate and irritate nerves will also con- 
tract the muscles directly associated with 
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As a rule it is then too late to over- 


chemical irritation. 


A marked instance of this action is the 
ase of apomorphine to induce vomiting. A 
hypodermic injection of apomorphine will 
induce vomiting in thirty seconds. Vomit- 
ing is nothing more than a violent reverse 
peristalsis. 

I cite these illustrations to show the physi- 
cal action of certain drugs on the nervous 
system. The exceedingly popular laxatives 
such as cascara, senna, etc., depend on their 
behavior toward the nervous system in ex- 
actly the same fashion as the strongly irri- 
tant drugs that I have illustrated. Some of 
them attack the central nervous system 
through the brain and the spinal cord, but 
most of them depend on the irritant action 
on the nerves imbedded inside of the in- 
testinal walls. 

A law of biology teaches us that irritation 
of any kind can proceed only to a certain 
point, beyond which morbid developments 
take place. Thus it is with this group of 
laxatives. They whip up, again and again, 
the nervous system governing the bowels. 
Each time the dose must be stronger and 
more intense; each time the reaction is 
greater as the nervous system becomes 
more and more diseased. ° 

Oftentimes post-mortem inspection will re- 
veal a relatively healthy mucus membrane 

person whose history shows a long 
standing case of constipation. This is due 
to the fact that naught but the intestinal ir- 
ritant type of laxative agents have been 


used. 
Four-fifths of the lar commercial pat- 


ented remedies so well advertised on the | 


drug market today are intestinal nervous 
irritants. Much of the derangement and 


nervous disorders prevalent today are due. 


to this perpetual chemical stimulation by 
means of irritant cathartics. Many cases of 
hysteria, low vitality and insufficient nerv- 
ous co-ordination are due to this same ac 


We cannot stimulate, we cannot irritate 
one portion of the nervous system without 
ite directly affecting every other part. Every 
nerve in the body is connected to every 
other nerve in the body, distinctly, definite- 
ly. The body functions as a great chain of 
units, forming a perfect whole, and injury 
to one area must inevitably affect other 
areas. 
Not only do these intestinal irritant types 
of laxatives fail to cure constipation, to 
alter it, or to alleviate it in any form, but 
much of the responsibility for other de 
rangements of the body can be directly 
traced to their chronic and wrong usage.

Cout 


OTWITHSTANDING that gout is more 

or less out of the fashion at the present 
time due in large measure to the therapeu. 
tie efforts of our good friend Mr. Volstead, 
yet occasionally one runs across a case here 
or there due to nonalcoholic causes. 

U is commonly axiomatic that gout is a 
rich man's disease, but when we observe the 
practicalities of everyday life we find that 
rich living and the ingestion of unassimil- 
able foods is not exclusively confined to the 
wealthy. 

Osler defines gout as a disorder of me 

tabolism ‘associated with the retention of 
uric acid and characterized clinically by at- 
tacks of acute arthritis and“the occurrence 
of trregular constitutional symptoms. He 
gives as some of the predisposing factors— 
heredity, alcohol, food gluttony and insuf- 
ficient exercise. 
“ Pathological chemistry shows a large ex- 
cess of uric acid in the blood. Uric acid 
is a by-product of protein digestion and is 
always associated with a systemic acidosis 
These uric acid salts generally infiltrate 
into the joints of the feet, starting with the 
great toe; then they afflict the ankles, knees 
and small joints of the hands and wrists. 
In most cases high blood pressure and hard- 
ening of the arteries comes as a corollary 
condition with gout. 

Our cartoonists and motion-picture come- 
dians have shown the symptoms and mani- 
festations of gout so that the mere mental 
picture one has of gout is of a foot heavily 
bandaged belonging to a very florid gentle 
man who cannot walk. 

Many cases of so-called arthritis are in 


_ reality nothing more than gout. 


Concerning treatment, Osler says: “Indi- 
viduals who have inherited a tendency to 
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bave shown any of 


Goes much to counteract the disease. The 
skin should be kept active. With few ex 
ceptions persons over 40 eat too much and 
the first injunction to a gouty person is 
to keep his appetite within reasonable 
bounds, to eat at stated hours, and to take 
plenty of time at his meals. In the matter 
of food, quantity is a factor of far more im- 
portance than quality with many gouty per- 
sous.” 

Sir William Roberts says: “Nowhere per- 
haps is it more necessary than in gout to 
consider the man, as well as the allment and 
more often the man than the allment.“ 

Osler furnishes a list of foods which 
should under no conditions be eaten by per- 
sons with gout: “Bouillon, beef extract, 
sweetbreads, liver, kidney, brain should es- 
pecially be avoided. Hot breads of all sorts 
and common table salt are also injurious.” 
Under no circumstances should alcohol 
beverages be permitted. 

A popular belief is concerning the efficacy 
of mineral water as a specific for the treat 
ment of gout. Osler says concerning min- 
eral waters: “All forms may be said to be 
beneficial to gout and the. ingredients are 
usually indefin‘te. Much of the humbuggery 
in the profession still lingers about mineral 
water, more particularly about the so-called 
lithia waters.” | 

These are but a few do's“ and “don'ts” 
concerning the disease of gout.

Shanghai there are about 400 miles of track, 
and within the space of six hours one can 
now go by fast express train to a half dozen 
cities of 500,000 or more people each. 


Going on, we land at the Central Wharf, 
the landing place of the Robert Dollar Com- 
pany, which has many lines of steamers 
across the Pacific and sends its vessels more 
than 1000 miles up the Yangtse, and, in fact, 
clear around the world. Here we take auto- 
mobile and, crossing a bridge of toncrete 
and steel, ride up the Bund. This is a wide 
strip of land. It is laid out in parks and 
roadways that border the river for several 
miles, and is backed by the chief business 
structures. 


The Bund is the Wall Street, the office 
section, and the commercial center of 
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China. Shanghai is the chief ocean gate 
way to the great Yangtee-Kiang Valley, 
Which feeds more than 200,000,000 of people. 
It ie situated in one of the most densely 
populated parts of the republic, and has, 
it is said, 40,000,000 souls living within 

radius of 150 miles. Within a few hours by 
train is a city population as large as that 
of Chicago, including the greater Shanghal, 
which is as big as Philadelphia, Hangchow, 
which is bigger than Buffalo, and Soochow, 
of about the same size. Ningpo, reached by 


steamer each night, is of the same site as 
Cincinnati, and the whole region is peppered 
with smaller towns and villages. The den- 
sity of Chekiang, the province adjoining, is 
almost as great per square mile as that of 
Rhode Island. 
more than 200,000,000 people reached by the 
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rivers that form the foundation of Shang 
hai’s financial and commercial supremacy. 
From a business and manufacturing stand- 


point. the city ig the most important in 


China, and with the railroad era which is 
bound to come sooner or later it will prob- 
ably be one of the world’s greatest cities, 
vieing with New York, London, Berlin and 
Tokio, as to people and wealth. 


A City of Banks 


SES signs of the increasing stiches of 
Shanghai as we ride along the Bund. 
The highway is of asphalt, with long lines 
of automobiles parked in the middle, and 
jinrikshas and wheelbarrows moving along 
among ‘the carriages and cars. There is a 
tramway at the back, and along t e front 
near parks facing the river ure drays piled 
high with freight, each dragged over the 
road by from four to six cooles. 


The buildings are of four, five, six and of 


to} even nine stories. They are of granite, 


brick, and reinforced concrete, and some 
of them cost millions to build. Among 
those recently completed is the white stone 
structure of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation. This looks more like 
one of our great government buildings than 
a bank, and it is as beautifully finished with- 
in as any bank in New York. The interior 
has vast halls of pink and white marble with 
pillars and column as big as those in the 
Temple of Thebes. Much of the furniture is 
of solid brass, and it is @t for a palace. And 
then there is the Bank of China. which is 
to some extent a government institution, the 
Bank of Communications, and perhaps fifty 
Chinese banks, all of which have surpluses 
and are paying big dividends. They work 
after modern banking methods, pay Interest 
on deposits, and have regular checking 
accounts. 

Shanghai has a cotton exchange, and in 
its gold exchange the brokers buy and sell 
gold in lots of seven bars each with as much 
excitement as you will see in our stock ex 
change in Wall Street when on the edge. of 
a panic. The city requires about $10,000,000 
worth of gold every day for its business, 
and among the well-paying professions is 
that of the exchange broker who will han- 
die your financial operations as to exports 
and imports. This man is often a foreigner. 
He may be known by the victoria drawn by 
a pony in which he rides from bank to bank. 
The bed of the carriage is only about tes 
inches from the grouté@, so that the man 
can easily step out and in. He usually 
stands up instead of sitting as he rapidly 
covers the short distances from one bust 
ness institution to another. 

For a long time most of the financial bust 
ness of Shanghai was transacted by foreign- 
ers. Today all transaction are going more 
and more into the hands of the Chinese. 
The unsettled conditions have driven more 
and more of the rich and the well-to-do 
try to the treaty ports. They bring 
fortunes here and invest them in the various 
factories and financial enterprises. It is 
Chinese money and not foreign money that 
is building up the New China. 

Not only along the Bund but in all parts 
of Shanghai real estate values have 
been rapkily rising, and they now compare

Poison Paralyzes Muscles 


HEN, poison from different kinds of 
snakes affocts persons in different 
ways. For instance, the venom from & 
‘side-winder’ rattlesnake paralyzes the 
merves and muscles. The venom from @ 
black diamond rattler curdles the action of 
blood in the heart. Down in the Imperial 
Valley of California I saw a dog which had 
been fanged by a ‘side-winder’ and its mus 
cles were so stiffened or paralyzed that it 
could be stood on its feet after it died and 


leaps away, the snake follows at its leisure, 
knowing that a very few feet of its prey 
will be stretched out. om the ground. The 
rabbit is swallowed whole, the poison which 
killed it is extracted by the snake's stomach 
and is returned to the sacs in its head to be 
used over again. A rattlesnake is immune 
to its own venom and the stories you hear 
about a rattler accidentally striking and kill- 
ing itself are untrue. 

“The rattlesnake does not ‘charm’ its 
prey by winding and weaving its head back 
and forth in small circles, either, as is often 
told. Birds do not become mesmerized as 
they see a rattlesnake cautiously working 
tow them. Just like the rabbits, they look 
on ‘frozen terror’ as the stealthy, crawl-
